TOLD KAISER TRUTH. 
MEMORIES OF A SHIPPING 
MAGNATE. 

The memoir of Ballin, the German 
chipping magnate and creator of the 
Hamburg: Amerika Line, which has just 
been published by bis colleague Heir 
Bernard Huldormann(“ Albert Ballin,” 
Stalling, Berlin), is a work of extreme 
importance from the light it sheds 
upon the inner history of the war and 
upon the character of the ex-Kaiger. 
Ballin, it will be remembered, com- 
mitted suicide after the German 
collapse. Long before it be had 

despaired of victory. 

He appears to have been 9 German 
of singularly moderate and shrewd 
views, with an understanding of the 
British which nowhere else was to be 
found among the German leaders : 

“I am regarded,” he wrote, ‘in 
high quarters and even by the Kaizer 
himself as Anglophil, and yet I am 
the sole German who can claim with 
Teneon to have been for 30 years 
engoged in war against’ England 
for predominance in the shipping 
business.” 

Even before the war he regarded 
the German policy of building a buge 
navy a8 dieastrous to German inter- 
esta and certain to lead to ultimate 
trouble. = * a 3

Ballin makes very short work of 
jthe (Sermen propage:da tale that 
Great Britain and France on the eve 
of war were thirsting for a conflict. 
On his return from London a few 
days befre the war he reported:: 

“England and the leading British 
Politicians..are entirely -pacific, ard 
the French’ -Gévernment is so little 
auxiousfor warthat its representa- 
tive in London % making himself very 
emall and déing ‘all in his power to 
avoid a conflict.” Churchi)l, with 
tears in his eyes, on. taking leave of 
Ballin, ertreated him thua:. “My 
dear friend} don't, Jet us go to war!”

Even after the war was in fall 
swing, Ballin gtill-dreamed of a switt 
reconciliation with Great Britain. In 
October 1914 ho wrote to Tirpitz :

SUBMERGED SCENERY. 


DRAINING A LAKE TO UN- 

COVER FAMOUS TERRACES. 

It is believed that the famous Pink 
and White Terraces df Rotorua, 
formerly cne of the most beautiful 
scenic features of New Zealand, were 
not destroyed by the Mount Tarawera 
eruption in 1886, but that they were 
only submerged by Lake Rotomahana, 
Jt is therefore proposed to drain the 
lake ond go uncover the terraces 
which were once o° world-famous 
attraction. 

The Pink’ and White Terraces were 
on the shores of the lake near a series 
of hot aprings, and were formed of' 
exquisitely coloured siliceous sinter 
[Ainty deposite]. On the night of the 
eruption Mount Tarawerg,’ 16 miles 
away, was nearly rent in two, and 
eruptions: burst out in a. line nine 
miles long, ‘The next:morning the 
Pink and White Terraces had dis- 
appeared,

W.O., that “o genius is usually any- 


thing but smart, and he distinguishes |’ 


himself from the merely smart man, 
lives up to external demands by 
refusing to’ accopt the surroundings, 
by setting about them inatead of 
allowing them to set about him, 

"T believe that some geniuses 
might not achieve the topmost ranke 
in a good many mental teste, e9- 
pecially in those requiring rapid solu- 
tion of prob'ems. A genius never 
aeea any complex problem io the same 
light ov an ordinary person, and ina 
mental test may appear to be stupid. 

“Some brilliant scientists would 
make woefully bad hospital orderlics, 
dis'rict visitors, or managers of a 
household. The reason is not that 
they cannot understand the problems 
involved but that they cannot attune 
themeelvea to the situation.” 

Prof. Pear divided people into 
two classes, the extroverts and the 
introverts. The extrovert won the 
V.C. The first-class aeroplane fighter 
iv a specimen of the healthy extrovert, 
but the mathematician who calculates 
the neroplane’s stability is an equally 
Lealthy introvert.

Prosecutions is contervplating action 
against several highly placed officials 
of important banks in Paris. 

These alleged private and ilticit 
operationa in Srancs, dollars. and 
pounda have it is reported, bern 
largely reaponsible for the fluctuations 
in the exchange rates in the past 18 
months. Promincot officials have, it 
ie alleged, been conducting large 
gambling operaticns in exchange 
values under the cloak of genuine 
banking and coramercial deals. 

Those operations are stated to have 
been on the Inrgest scale and the total 
amount involved is stated to reach 
many millions of pounds. ’ 

When w'at was known aa the 
“illicit: exchange speculation ring” 
was discovered recently through the 
death of one of its members and the 
subsequent investigation of its ac- 
counts bv hie bavk, the directors of 
the establishment at once dismissed 
some of tha employees alleged to have 
been concerned. It now appears likely 
that criminal proczedings will follow 
ae speculation in exchange values ts 
forbidden by Freach law.
